The matter is we think well worthy the atten- 
tion of the Legislature. In this Statc, as we have 
no Court of Chancery, the question that has been. 

We have no 
possible protection against a riot or public disturb- 
ance that is expected to arise, for the preventative 
process of the common law, is very inefficient and 
in most cases useless. But cases have arisen in 
which riotous mobs have been anticipated from the 
very same cause that produced them in New York, 
and were gathered accordingly, to the great des- 
truction of private property and the imminent dan- 
ger of life.
